‘I wasindebted for better knowledge to an 
American Lady, who had been only three 
weeks In Eagland in her life.’ Most people 
‘are under the impression that the broad 
central avenue of Vovent Garden market, 
whora certainly a groat number of beautiful 
flowers, both growing in pota, and cut 
and atranged in bouquets, aro always ex- 
posed for‘sale,—most poople, I-say, aré 
under the impression that this is the flower- 
market.. It is ‘no more the Covont Garden 
flower-market than itis. Covent Gardei 
theatre, I confeis that I myself loarned 
‘this quite by accident. Tho fair American, 
in relating hér ‘impressions: of London, 
happened to say that ono of the sights that 
had pleased -her most was. the Covent 
Garden fiower-market. Aa I knew that 
there were at least @ score of nurserymen 
in’ London, each of whom could at any 
time exhibit a finer show of plants. than 
is to ‘be seen in Covent Garden market, I 
did -not at all ‘agree with her, although 1 
dishonestly. pretended to dogo. She con- 
tinued :—‘ I should like to'gothere every 
day, but I can’t say J fancy getting up so 
early.” Now'since Covent Garden market 
is open till sunset,—and the sun doos not 
set at this time of gest until 8 p.m.,—-I was 
rather ‘puzzled, o£ asked, laughing :-— 
Pray what do you call early?’ Sho re- 
lied s-——*' Well, i satimate that ve. o’clock 
bi the morning is pretty early.” It 
was clear. we wero at cross purposes ; but 
‘after a littl more -lundering on my 
part, we came to an eclaircissement, 
and I learned to my surprise and hamili- 
ation that the real flower-market is held in 
a vast -building, of shore existonco E had 
been-fgnorant, some hundred yards distant 
from Vovent Garden market proper, and 
that this building ls opened every morning 
at G ond closed at9a.m.- The plants aid 
bouquets offered. for cale.in the -central 
avenue. of the fruit and vegetablé” market 
are merely a amali selection” from the true 
fower-matket-«the modeat investment of 
the eight or ten. flower-dealora who happen 
to have shops in ‘that oertral avenue, 
The ond of the mattor was that we agreed 
to make the exploration, and a very plene 
sant and curious one it was. . It ia a long 
time since I have been wp aud out of doors 
by five o'clock in the morning, but we 
managed it on Tuesday, having fortifled 
ourselves with a tumbler of ram and milk 
and # biseult. It was a lovely morning 
after tho heavy rain of-the previous day, 
and the walk through ‘all the Parks (Byde,

1 
now, however, saw the Covent Gardon 
markot bears about the proportion to the 
true vegetable market that a spider does to 
his web. -Every street converging’ on

A boring for water, conducted on behalf of 
the Adniralty authorities by Mosnra Doowra 
& Sov,.at Yer Majesty's Dockyard at 
Chatham, has just been corried to a aud 
cessful issue in circumstances of conslder- 
able acientific interest, The. object was to 
réach the lower greennand, as advised by 
Professor, Ramsay, the. Director-General of 
the Geological Survey, who, when consulted 
on the subject by the Admiralty a year 
ago, strongly recommended that the boring, 
which was. thon in the chalk, and yielded 
only brackish water, ahould be carried dowa 
through the gault, with the “expectation. - 
thatthe lower greensand would thus. bo 
reached, and a plentiful supply of good 
water obtained. Tho boring having,been - 
continued accordingly the lower greannand | 
has bpen reached at a depth of 908 feet 
from, the surface, and the water has risen’ 
go as to overilow the Jower—greonsand at 
Caterham, but as the boring was very small 
it was continually choked by the sand.
